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Iowa Tribe's Equine Program attended the Red Earth Parade in Oklahoma City 
on Friday June 18*. The 2010 Iowa Tribal Princess, Shayh Miller rode in her tribal 
regalia and was accompanied by Ken McClellan, Equine Manager, The two lead 
horsemen carried the Iowa tribal flag - Dylan Prince, and the American flag - 
Berywn Moses, with five other horsemen from the Equine Program. Other entries 
from the Iowa Tribe were then led by the Iowa Tribal Police Department: The 

Chairman Janice Rowe-Kurak rode upon a convertible, courtesy of , a float 

sponsored by the Enterprise Department and Powwow Committee carried several 
members of the tribe and their guests, including some elders and other Red Earth 
participants, and bringing up the end of the Tribe's representation to the Parade 
was the Iowa Tribe's Fire and Public Safety Department. 

This was a combined effort of all the departments that chose to participate in this 
year's Red Earth Parade. The Business Committee and the Tribal Administrator 
allowed this activity, so for several weeks the departments have been gearing up for 
this event Our DES Director - Vicky Kujawa, Equine Manager - Ken McClellan, 
Sonny Goodeagle, and Shayla Miller have been training and practicing with the 
horses, getting them in preparedness for this huge event The horses did really well, 
so we commend, Vicky and the Equine Program for all their hard work these past 
two months. They have made our People very proud. Last, but not least is a huge 
thank you to Dan Small for his expertise driving of the Enterprises big one-ton flat 
bed truck and hauling their long flat bed trailer for the Float, He did a marvelous job 
and was very safety conscious. 

This was a wonderful experience for all of us, and we truly enjoyed the outcome, 
despite the long hours of training and practice, the early morning departure on that 
day, getting organized when we arrived and semi-decorating the float, and enduring 
the Oklahoma heat But it was Great!! 

Plans are getting underway to be in the Pawnee Homecoming Parade July 3 rd at 
noon in Pawnee, Oklahoma , and during the annual Sac & Fox Powwow at Stroud the 
2 nd weekend of July.
